THE INTENSE COLD WAVE. 


The Mercury Sinks Down Out of Sight—The 
Snow fall. 

Cuicaco, February 9.—Reports from all the 
western and northwestern points indicate that 
the heaviest snow storm of the season prevails. 
At noon in this city business of all kinds was 
nearly suspended. Snow lies to a great depth 
on the street. The street cars drawn by horses 
are moving only with great difficulty,and in the 
freight yards of the railway stations the freight 
handlers and train employes are engaged in 
an attempt to clear the tracks. Passenger 
trains only are attempting to leave. A measu- 
rement of the snowfall has not been possible 
by reason of the excessive drifting,but at least 
8)X Inches fell between the beginning of the 
storm last night and six o’clock this morning, 
At Fort Garry last night the mercury had 
reached 41 below zero, and at St. Vincent 38 
below. This excessively cold wave is m ving 
eastward. All the trains are late, and some 
have been abandoned. 

As a thorough blockade on the railroads has 
not been experienced in Chicago for years, no 
trains, passenger nor freight, have .gone out 
to-day or to-night on any of the roads center- 
ing here. The roads have been hiring every 
idie men who could be found during 
the day to go out on the lines 
to shovel snow. The Burlington, 
Alton end St. Paul roads alone sent out 1,000 
men. Even under favorable circumstances 
the managers of the railroads say they cannot 
expect to get back to schedule time before two 
or three days, and if the snow continues 
to drift it will be a week or 
more The loss io the roads in 
damages and the lost of clearing their tracks 
will be something enormous, 8 secial efforts 
are being made to bring inthe stock trains. 
Several evgines are being used. The St. Paul 
roed brought ina stock train of 45 cars this 
afternoon. The telegraph wires are working 
heavily in every direction. At 10:30 to-night. 
the storm here has ceased, and the stars are 
shining. The snow, however, is still drifting 
bedly. The mercury indicates four degrees 
above zero.

ITALY’S OFFER OF ARMED HELP 
TO ENGLAND. 


A L'ttle Victcry overthe Arabs in the Desert—9,000 
Men Under Orderato Join W ols eley—Impossi- 
ble to Reach Kharioum Before Next Sep- 
tember—The Action ofthe Turka. 


Loxpon, February 9.—Orders have been is- 
sued in Turkey to put the Turkish fleet ia 
readiness for duty at sea within a month. 
The impression prevails that the fleet will go 
to the Redsea, and that the order has been 
made because of the recent acts of the Italian 
shipsin the Red sea. The Turkish fleet has 
been lying practically idle in the golden horn 
ever since the Turco-Russian war. It is as- 
serted that the machinery of most of the ships 
has not been set in motion nor cleaned for at 
least five vears. 

ENGLISH TROOPS EGYPT. 

Three battalions of the guards and four 
battalions of infantry, including two from 
Malta and two from Gibraltar, have been 
ordered to Egypt. Two battalions of infantry 
and a regiment of cavalry have been ordered 
to proceed frem India to Egypt. Nine bat- 
talions of troops are ordered from England, 
Malta, Gibraltar and India,*and are sent at 
the request of General Wolseley. The guards 
wil leave England at the end of the 
present week. It was at first proposed 
to despatch regiment of cavalry from England 
to Lord Wolseley’s assistance, but the idea 
had to beebandoned, because it was found 
that but four equadrons were available for the 
fcreien service. 

The total number of reinforcements already 
ordered to Egypt is 8,000.

HELD FOR HIGH TREASON. 


The Two Dynamiters in London Agaia 
Called Into Court. 

Lowpox, February 9.—Further examination 
of Cunningham and Burton, charged, under 
the explosives act, with conspiracy in causing 
the malicious explosion at ‘the tower 
of London on January 24, last, 
was begun to-day at the Bow street court. The 
courtroom was crowded with spectators, bat 
no unusual] demonstration was made. 

Mr. Quilliam, counsel of Cunningham, was 
permitied to have an interview with his client 

efore the latter was brought into court. 
Harry Burton declined the services of counsel 
and said he would defend himself. 

Mr. Poland, solicitor for the treasury, opened 
the case for the crown, and ¢reated a sensation 
by immediately announcing that he would 
withdraw the charge of conspiracy and 
substitute that of high treason felon 
against both prisoners jointly. Under the 
new indictment the solicitor for the treasury 
proceeded to state in detail the testimony 
which the crown would produce to sustain 
the charge of high treason felony against the 
prisoners. In doing this Mr. Poland, of ne 
cessity, repeated the history narrated at the 
former examination of Cunningham on Mon- 
day last, ard that of Burton on Thursday. 

A WITNESS REFUSES TO SWEAR. 

Miss Cannon, a lodging house keeper with 
whom Cunningham had lodged, was demoral- 
ized by the cross examination, and refused to 
swear tothe identity of Cunningham’s boxes 
and the trunk found in Burton’s possession. 
This was a great disappointment to the prose- 
cution, because they had held her to bea 
valuable witness. before asking for a reniand 
for the prisoners, Mr. Poland reiterated the 
statement that the charge against the prisoners 
was high treason felony, a capital crime, for 
firing thetower of London by an explosion of 
dynamite. It was, he said, a curious fact that 
a dock laborer, Cunningham, and a carpen- 
tcr, Burton, had been able to afford frequent 
trips between America and England, their 
visits to England coinciding with the times of 
the explosions at the Carlton club and else- 
where. The complicity of the 
prisoners was becoming daily 
nore clear. Doctor Dupree, government chem- 
ist, bad declared that the detonater found by 
the detectives among Cunningham’s effects 
could not be bought at retail, and would not 
cause an explosion without dynamite. The 
prisoners were remanded until nexs Mondiy, 
when testimony wil! be brought against them 
to convict them of complicity in causing the 
Gower street explosion.

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION, 


The great trouble with the New Orieans 
‘exposition appears to be miscalculation in- 
stead of downright mismanagement. The 
miscalculation, however, has had a very de- 
pressing effect not only on the public at 
large, but on the enthusiasm of those inti- 
mately connected with the exhibition, The 
miscalculation seems to have been in regard 
to the amount of money neceggary to be 
spent in the mere adornment of the grounds 
and buildings and also as to the nature and 
extent of the interest which had been arous- 
cd, These mistakes have been extremely 
unfortunate, but they are not irremediable. 

None of the fands have been misappro- 
priated or misapplied exce}t in the innocent 
direction to which we have alluded, and the 
report of the director genersl, which has just 
been made public, ought to be satisfactory to 
those who understand and appreciate the 
practical odjects of the expositiqn. The de- 
lay in the opening of the ex position is due to 
the fact that the transpori&tion lines were 
engaged in moving the cotton crop, and to 
the further fact that the foreign exhibitors 
delayed their shipments until they were as- 
sured that the government was takinga 
substantial interest in the exposition. 

lé seems possible, too, that the initial 
preparations were on too grand ascale, not- 
withstanding the fact that the exposition 
has outgrown the expectations of its pro- 
jectors. A)l the mistakes and miscalculations 

-@ppear tocenter around the time when the 
exposition materialized from an experiment 
to.an accomplished. fact—wihen it dawned on 
those in charge that they had an exceedingly 
Jarge affairon hand, though not so large in 
certain directions as they supposed it would 
be. In handling an exposition such as that 
at New Orleans foresighi counts for nothinz, 

but tect is everything—the tact to 
solve all the petty little problems that arise, 

_ and to dispose of the various degrees of dis- 

_ gatisfection that spring up iu every direction. 

_ Thereis an impression abroad—and it is 


probably not withont reason—that the mer- 
chants and business men of New Orleans, as 
well as other classes, have betrayed a sad lack 
of interest in the exposition—in its develop- 
ment and success and in its final results. 
There seems to be a lack of spirit and unity 
inthe matter of furthering the success of 
the exposition and in holding up the hands 
of thofe who, from praiseworthy motives, 
identified themselves with the exposition. 


Perhaps it is unjust to compare so slow-going r 


a community as New Orleans with a tow 
active, as acgressive and as thoroughly or- 
ganivedas Atianta, but we cannot refrain 
from saying that the difficulties and troubles 
which now beset the exposition could not 
have occurred if those in control could have 
had the sympathy and the backing which At- 
lanta would haye promptly supplied to an 
exhibition he!d under its auspices. 

There is one point, however, to which we 
attention, namely, that the fi- 
other troubles in which the 
managers of the exposition appear to be 
involved has no bearing upon the success of 
the exposition so far as the public is concern- 
ed. Indeed, the exposition is a conspicuous 
success. It is acombination of the products 
of art and agriculture such as will not likely 
be seen again in several generations, and we 
advise such of our readers as can spare the 
time to pay ita visit. A little prudence will

Tanning Skins With the Hair on, 

Eubscriber, Bowden, Ga.: What is the best 
mcthod of tanning dog skins and others for fur 
coats, caps, etc? 

Spread out the skin with‘the flesh side up; have 
ready a mixture composed of two partsol salt and 
two parts of saltpetre and alum combined, pounded 
yery fine. Sprinkle this thickly and evenly over 
the surface of the skin; then rollit up and leave 
it a few days till the applied powder has become 
quite dissolved. Then stretch the skin tightly on 
a board and scrape it until the pelt‘is quite free 
from anv adhering bits of flesh or membrane. 
Place the stretched skin in the sun till it is dry; 
then rub well with neat’s-foot oil, and put in the 
sun again foraday or two, Then scrape the oil 
a]] off with a piece of wood, and dust thoroughly 
with plaster of paris or whiting which has been 
heated quite hotin an oven, rubbingit in witha 
flannel cloth. Now, when dried and well brushed, 
the skins are ready for manufacture into garments, 
ete. Animals should be killed in the winter time, 
when the growth of short fur under the hair, 
which nature provides for the protection of the 
animal during the cold season, is in the best con- 
ciiion.

Gordon is an Englishman,

of Bath at thirty-two. In China he led the armies 
of the emperor against the rebels, gaining 
a victory in every battle. While leading his troops 
their movements with alittle black 
cane, abd thiscame to be known as ‘‘Gordon’s 
magic wandot victory.”’ In Egyot Gordon suc- 
ceeded in suppressing the slave trade,and, when tae 
present troubles arose he was commissioned to ex- 
tricate the garrison in the Soudan and reconstruct

THE MEXICAN MARAUDERS 


Who Devastate the Border Counties of 
exas. 

San Antonio, Tex., February 9.—The situa- 
tion at Carrisso Springs is growing serious. 
Tho citizens are determined to resist the band 
of 700 Mexicens when they arrive. A bloody 
battle is expected. The citizens of Sevallo 
and Maverick counties are joining forces with 
Demmit county, in combatting the marauders. 
Runners have been sent to Cohuilla and other 
points for arms and ammunition. 


it is ascertained that the Mexicans crossed 
the RioGrande the night of the 6th. They 
numbered 100, and have divided their forces 
into four bands, who are approaching Car- 
brisseo through unfrequented portions of the 
country, driving away the herds by details as 
ihey advance into the interior. 

A spirited running fight occurred to-day 
cetween scouts of the citizen’s organ- 
ization and ai detail of the Mexi- 
cans.
